In June of each year the Dominion | 
bureau of statistics, in co-operation | 
with the several provincial depart-| 
ments of agriculture, distributes card 
schedules to the farmers for the pur- 
pose of collecting statistics of acre- 
ages under crop ang the number of 
live stock and poultry farms, and it 
is desired to emphasize the value of 
these surveys and the importance of a 
sufficient response by the rural popu- 
lation. 

An innovation of 1931 extended 
this survey to cover the breeding and 
marketing intentions with regard to 
live stock.
